this growth would be so excessive 
as v/ould preclude the advisability 
of resorting to this expedient, and 
that it would be very difficult, if 
not impossible to entirely remove 
the cause of trouble, even if an at­ 
tempt was made to clear the pipe 
linen. Algae, being a seed growth, 
is hard to destroy.
